He then adds fome verfes from Ronferd, who attended the 
queen of James to France. Another .Scotch author fays, that 
when James V. married the duke of Guife's daughter, he made 
an excurfion from France into Italy, and became acquainted 
with Ariofto. James was a moft accomplifhed prince : Latin 
was, in his time, the favourite ftudy of Scotland ; and to the 
utmoft gallantry of difpofition he added a Angular love for polite 
literature, and was himfelf a poet. Chrift Kirk on the Green, 
and fome of his other ballads, contain genuine defcription and 
humour*. James died, at the age of thirty-one or two, of grief.

For the above note I am indebted to my friend Mr. Mickle, 
the excellent tranflator of Camoens ; but, on further examination 
of the matter, there appears a great objeftion to the account tìf 
Drummond. James died in the year 1542 òr 1543, héiti'g theft, 
thirty-one or thirty-two years of age ; fo that when Ariofto pub- 
lifhed his Furiofo in 1515, James was only five or fix years old : 
unlefs we fuppofe that any charaéleriftic compliment was inferted 
by the author in the laft edition, which pafTage may be cited by 
Drummond. The lafl^. edition publifhed in the life of the poet 
was in 1532, "at whicl^.^ime James was about twenty-one years 
of age, but had not entered upon public life, being detained in 
the power of the earl of Angus. With refpeft to the journey 
made by James into Italy, mentioned by the other autlior, on the 
prince's marriage with the duke of Guife's daughter, it is certain 
this marriage did not take place till about the year 1539, ^"d 
that Ariofto died in 1533. Hence we may obferve how little 
dependence is to be had on thefe kind of ftories, fo readily adopted 
by the partiality of hiftorians, to do honour to a favourite national 
character.

— Mandricardo — ] This charafter is a con- 
tinuation from Boyardo; he was fon of Agrican king of 
Tartary, who laid fiege to Albracca for due love of Ange- 
lica, and was flain by Orlando. Boyardo gives the follow- 
ing extravagant account, of him. 

JThe pride and cruelty of this prince v/as filch, that, difdain- 
ing to reign over any but thofe that were ftrong and courageous 
in batde, he gave command for all others to be put to death ^ 
for which caufe his fubjedb fled from their country, till the 
whole land became almoft a defert : at length an old man had 
the courage to remonftrate with him, reprefenting that while 
he was thus venting his fury on the innocent, he forgot to 
revenge the death of his fether Agrican, killed by Orlando, 
Mandricardo, ftruck with the reproach, refolved to go in 
fearch of Orlando, 

The manner in which he gained pofleffion of the armour 
of Heftor, with the wonders he met with in atchieving that 
adventure, are thus related in the third Book, and iirft and 
fecond Cantos of Orlando Innamorato. 

Having committed the government of his kingdom to 
the care pf 9 vicegerent, h? fet out one day on foot, and 

without 
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His deeds had through the world diffused his praifc.j 

But one cclips'd each deed of former days ; 

When 

without armour, like a pilgrim, determining to expiate his 
negle<9: hitherto by the greateft^ exertions of valour in en- 
countering every difficulty. Thus travelling alone he paff- 
ed through Armenia, and came at length to a fountain of 
green, blue, red, and yellow marble,, the water of which 
was tranfparent as cryftal ; and near the fountain flood a pa- 
vilion, where he immediately entered, with a refolution to feizc 
by force the firft horfe or armour he fliould find. No per- 
fon appeared, but he heard a voice from the fountain that 
addreffed him in thefe words : " Sir knight, thou art now 
made a prifoner; thy rafli courage has betrayed thee into a 
danger from which thou never canft efcape." Maridricardo, 
without attending to the voice, continued to fearch the pa- 
vilion, and found a fuit of complete armour, vs^ith the wea- 
pons befitting a knight ; and foon perceived a horfe ready 
caparifoned tied to a pine-tree. He immediately put on the 
armour, and mounting th^ horfe, was preparing to depart, 
whexi a fudden fire fprung up which confumed the pine-tree, 
and fpreading wider and wider, burnt all the ^ees and 
Ibrubs, the fountain and pavilion alone remaining unhurt: 
this enchanted fire now began to inclofe the knight, and at 
laft feizing on his armour, he felt fuch intolerable heat, 
that unable longer to fupport it, he leaped in fiiry from his 
horfe, and running to the fountain, plunged himfelf head- 
long in the water; but the fire had fuch effeft upon his 
^ms and vetture, th^t cuirafs, helmet, Ihield, and every part 
of his drefs fhrunk to afhes 3 and he remained naked in th^ 
water, where he foon found himfelf in the embraces of a 
Jbeautiful lady, who having kifTed him, told him that he w2^s 

prifoner 
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When at the Syrian fairy's drear abode. 

The feat of niagic, dauntlefs might he fhow'd, 

Amidft 

prifoner in the fountain of a feiry, with Gradaflb, Giyphon, 
Aquilant, and many more; but that, if his valour was un- 
fhaken, it refted with him to fet all the knights at liber- 
ty. She told him, that near was a (lately caftle, belonging 
to a feiry, in which were preferved all the arms of Hefior, 
except the fword ; that after the death of Heftor (whom 
Achilles flew by treachery) the fword, named Durindana, 
was taken by Penthefilea, was afterwards poflèflèd by Al- 
montes, and then by Orlando. After the deftruftion of 
Troy, the armour of He6lor came to -^neas; but iEncas 
by misfortune falling into the power of an inhuman king,, 
who kept him confined in a fepulchre, he was delivered by 
this fairy, who opened the fepulchre, and, as a reward for 
the fervice done, demanded thefe arms, which flie had ever 
fince kept by enchantment: the lady concluded her account 
by offering to conduft the knight where he might prove his 
courage in fp marvellous an adventure, as to attempt the 
conqueft of Heftor's armour. 

Mandricardo, upon hearing this, declared his rcfolution 
to undertake the adventure; but expreffing fome uneafinefe 
at being thus expofed naked, the damfel unbound her hair, 
and clafping the knight to her, entirely covered herielf and 
him with her long and beautiful trefles ; and thus, concealed 
as with a veil, they iflued together from the fountain, and en- 
tered the pavilion; where having remained fome time, the 
knight being afrefli provided by his companion with horfe, 
armour, and other apparel, and fhe mounting on a palfrey, 
they began dieir journey towards the caftle of the fairy; 

where 
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Amidft a fcenc» whofe wonders but to hear, 245 
Would ftrike the boldeft heart with chilling fear ; 

What 

irfiere he was informed that he muft iirft ei^er the lift with: 
Gnulailò, the fairy's champion, before he was adnutted to 
attempt the conqueft of the arms. 

Mandricardo being arrived at the caftle, engaged Gra- 
iaShy and came ofF viéiorious ; but the night drawing on, 
the lady told him that he muft defer the ftirther proof of 
bis valour till the morning, as the caftle gates would not be 
opened that night: fhe then carried him to the palace of a 
kdy that inhabited near, and v^ras accuftomed to receive with 
hofjHtality all knights and damfels that wandered that way. 
The lady gave him a courteous welcome; but, (bon after his 
arrival, her dwelling was attacked by a cruel giant, named 
Malaprefa, who was ufed frequently to moleft her : Mandri- 
cardo engaged with and flew the giant; and after being re- 
freihed with a night's rcpofe, he and his guide next morning 
returned to tìie caftle of the fairy, where the enchanted arms 
were kept. 

The knight and his companion having reached the caftle^ 
jiow pafTed the bridge, and enter^ at the gate without mo- 
leftation : here, as foon as any knight had pafled the threfhold, 
he was fworn upon the faith of knighthood to touch with 
his fword die fhield of Hetìor; which fhield, of a bri^t 
azure colour, was placed in the middle of a fpacious court, 
fopported by a golden pillar, on which were thcfe words : 
<* Do not prefume to touch this fhield, unlefs thou art an- 
other Heétor; for he who firft bore this fhield had not his 
equal in the world." 

The damfel here alighted frcro her palfrey, and bowed 
4 herfelf 
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What time he won the cuirafs, which of yore 
In fields of battle Trojan Hcftor wore. 

This 

herfelf with great reverence to the earth; and Mandricarda 
doing the feme by her example, advanced, without meetiiig 
with any refiftartce, to the middle of the court ; where, draw- 
ing his fword, he lighty touched the bofs of the fliidd, and 
immediately a violent earthquake fhook the building, ac- 
companied with moft dreadftd thunder, as if the world was 
haftening to its final diflblution; a fecret portal, called the 
gate of the treafure, flew open, and difcovered a field of 
corn, the blade and ears of which were of gold ; but the 
portal of the eaft, by which they had entered, fuddcnly dofed. 
The damfel than addrelTed him thus : " Moft noble and va- 
liant knight ! no one muft ever hope to efcape from this place^ 
unlefs he firft (hall mow the field of corn, and tear up by the 
roots that fpreading tree, which you fee placed in the middle of 
the field." She had no fooner ended thefe words, but Màn- 
dricardo entered the field with his fword in hand, and be- 
gan to cut the corn, when a ftrange enchantment foDowed : 
every ear that fell to the ground became alive, and was im- 
mediately changed into the form of fome fierce and dread- 
ful animalj a lion, a tiger, or wild boar, and attacked the. 
knight; Mandricardo exerted his utmoft valour, but his. 
ftrength, incredible as it was, muft have been at length ex- 
haufted in fuch a confi idi, his enemies continually increaf- 
ing as the ears fell : at length, ftooping down, he took a 
ftone in his hand, v^diich ftone was enchanted, though the 
virtue was unknown to him j he caft this among the army 
of beafts, and immediately they attacked each other with great 
fury, and in a few hours the knight beheld his formidable af- 
lailants flain by themfelves.

Mandncardo then prepared to puriue the adventure^ and 
root up the tree that had a thoufand branches, every branch 
covered with bloflbms : he grafped the trunkj and endea- 
voured, with all his force, to tear it from the ground ; while^ 
as he fhook it, the leaves and bloflbms fell in great abun- 
dance round him, and, as they fell, changed into every fpe- 
cies of ravenous birds, ravens, falcons, vultures, and eagles : 
all which aflailed the knight, and,, notwithftanding he was 
covered and defended by his armour, -fo much molefl:ed him, 
that it was long before he could, with ^is utmoft efforts, put 
an end to his labour* At length, redouMing his force, he tore 
the tree up by the roots, and fuddenly a loud thunder was agaiit 
heard, and a ruihing wind arofe that beat all his feathered ene- 
mies to the ground. Turpin relates that the wind ifliied from 
the womb of the earth, where the root was buried, and that pon- 
derous ftones were hurled aloft, as if caft from an engine. The 
champion then caft his eyes down, and beheld an enormous 
ferpent ifliiing from this fubterraneous cave with one head, 
but branching into ten dlftin<5l bodies. Mandricardo, eager 
to put a fpeedy end to the adventure, attacked the ferpent 
with his fword, and aimed a ftroke at his head; but the 
fcales, which were impenetrable, defeated his intent. The 
monfter then leaped upon the knight, and winding two of 
his tails round the champion's legs, others round his body, 
and odiers round his arms, drew him forcibly to the earth, 
and fixing his teeth in Mandricardo's fide, began to crufli 
his armour like fome brittle fubftance. The knight, exerting 
all his remaining ftrength, ftruggling with the monftep, 
at laft fell with him into the cave, and by good fortune 

falling 
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Refolv'd at once the knight unknown to find. 
But kept his purpofe fecret in his mind, 

Wh^ate'er 

&lling with all his weight upon the fbrpent's head, crufhed 
him to death in an inftant. 

The ferpent being dead, the knight examined the cave on alt 
fides, and by the light of a carbuncle difcovered it to be a fepul- 
chre cut out of a rock, covered over and adorned with coral, 
amber, fdver, and gold. In the middle appeared a kind of tomb 
of poliflied.ivory, fupported by a gold and azure dragon : on the 
tomb appeared to lie an armed knight, but, upon nearer infpec- 
tion, inftead of a body was depofited the empty armour : this ' 
was the armour fo celebrated of Heòìor, but without the fhield 
or fword : the firft, as has been related, was fufpended to the 
golden pillar in the court of the caftle, and the laft vras in the 
hands of Orlando : thefe arms were of moft ineftimable value, 
adorned with pearls and emeralds, and in the front of the helmet 
was the large carbuncle which gave light to all that gloomy ha- 
bitation. 

While Mandricardo was gazing with admiration on thefe 
imparalleled arijris, he heard a noife behind him ; when fuddenly 
a gate opened, and many damfels iiTuing forth with inftruments 
of various forts, congratulated the warrior in fongs and dances 
for the great viSory which he had obtained j and having finiflied 
their fongs and dances, fell on their knees before him. Then 
one of them rifing gave the knight infinite praifes for the at- 
chievement of fo perilous an adventure j and two otlier damfels, 
having dilkrmed him, led him out of the cave ; then covering 
him with a mantle of fine fdk, and fcenting him with the moft 
exquifite perfumes, they refumed their fongs and dances, and

recondu^d him by a fhdr-cafe of marble ifito th6' pisfhtce, 
where the fhield of He6lor was fufpended m the cour^ i arid 
here he found a great number of knights and ladies aflàmbied, 
who, as kon as Mandricardò appeared, paid every honour to 
him as to a prince. In the fnidft of this company, on a nth 
throne, fate the fairy ^ who calling the vìéìor hefote her,- fyoké 
to hhn thus : ^^ Sir knight, Aou h^ ÙAs day won a treàfu^è 
that has not its equal in the WorM ; but as it behoves &\te to 
add to thefè arms the fword, thou muft here fwear to me upon 
thy faidi, that thou wilt by force take from the earl Orlando 
the enchanted fword Durindana, formerly the property of 
Heftor 5 and know, that till thou haft atchicved this adven- 
ture, thou fhalt not wear by thy fide any other weapon, or 
place the regal crown on thy head : but take heed never to be 
deprived of the filvèr eagle painted on that glorious fhield ; for 
remember that, in pofleffing thefe arms and that device, thou 
haft the nobleft treafure that ever recompenfed the vafoiur of a 
knight." 

King Mandricardo then, making a low obeifance-to the fiury, 
pledged the oath impoibd upon him^ and immediately the dam- 
fels, in her prefence, buckled on him the famous armour : 
the knight, being completely armed, took leave of the feiry, 
having thus diflblved the enchantment by which many lords and 
knights had been fb long detained, among whom were Ifolero 
the Spanifh kiiight, king Gradaflb, young Gryphon, and his 
brother Aquilant. Gradaflb and Mandricardo departed toge- 
ther from the caftle of the fairy, and performed many and great 

exploits 
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He bade to afk the fquire, what veftments o'er 255 ^ 
His mailed arms thè dreaded champion bore 5 
To this he anfwer'd— Black his mournful veft. 
Black was his fhield^ and unadom'd his crcft : 
And true he fpokc, for with dejefted mind, 
Orlando left his blazon'd ihield behind, 260 

exploits before they alrived in France/* Orl. Inn. Book iii. 
c. i. ii. 

This adventure of Mandricardo exhibits one of the moft ro- 
mantic ftories of chivalry, at the fame time attended with many 
circumftailces that Ipealc ftrongly to the imagination : it is 
to~be obienred^ diat ^though Ariofto has taken up the general 
ftory of Boyardo, and continued the fame charafters, yet he has 
no fiction fo out of nature in all his poem, unlefs we except 
the battle between Aftolpho and Orilo (Book xv.) which is 
not of his own invention, but taken up and continued from 
Bbyardo. 

In the Fairy Queen is a paffage not unlike that part of 
Boyardo, where Mandricardo is burnt with the enchanted 
fire, and leaps into the fountain. Pyrrochles, having been 
engaged with Furor, contracts an inward heat that feems to 
prey upon his vitals, and feeks relief by plunging into the 
water. 

" to the flood he came, 

There without ftop or ftay he fiercely leapt, 

And deep himfelf beducked in the fame. 

I burn, I burn, I burn ! then loud he cry'd, 

O how I burn with implacable fire !

Orlando, having heard this, cxprcfled his eager delire to

revenge his death, and furioufly attacked Arridano, who lay 
in the meadow exulting over the trophy of Rinaldo. A 
dreadful battle enfued between them ; for Morgana had not 
only given Arridano impenetr;^ble armour, but had formed' 
fuch a fpell, that the ftrength of the giant always exceeded fix. 
times the ftrength of every one with whom he was engaged. 
At length Arridano,' feizing Orlando, as he had before Ri- 
naldo, plunged with him headlong into the lake. Falerina, 
terrified at the fight, immediately fled; and as foon as the 
combatants reached the bottom, Orlando found himfelf in the 
middle of a beautiful meadow, furrounded by a wall of cryftal. 
The knight, as he fell, endeavoured in vain to efcape firom 
the grafp of Arridano ; but as foon as they touched the ground, 
his enemy loofened his hold, and thought to ftrip him of his 
armour j when the earl renewed the combat with greater fiiry 
than ever, and at length, by the help of his fword Balifarda» 
againft which no enchantment could avail, he deprived the 
enemy of life. 

Orlando then, entering at a portal which he difcovered in a 
rock, pafied on for a long time in total darknefs, till at laft he 
difcovered a light that fhonc like the fun at noon-day 5 when 
he came to the bank of a wide river, over which was a long 
narrow bridge, where ftood the figure of an armed man all of 
iron 5 and beyond the bridge was a plain heaped with pearls 
and precious ftoncs, more in number than the flowers tha 't

but the armed figure again raHbd his club, and the bridge fnnk 
as bef<»:e. Oliando thus baffled), yet determined to reach the 
further fide, now exerting all his ftrength, with a prodigious 
effort leaped over the river, armed as. he Yuas, and alighted {afe 
in. the meadow ; where entering into a large iquare building, 
he beheld the figure of a king feated on a throne, with, number* 
ftanding round him : they v^re all formed of geld, and co- 
vered with pearls, rubies, and diamonds ; before the king was 
a, table fpread with a moft magnificent banquet, but over his 
head was fufpended a drawn fvKord with the point downward, 
and at his left hand flood one with his bow bent, as ready to 
let fly an arrow; on his right flood another, exa£Uy re- 
fembling the former, holding a fcroU in his hand with this in- 
fcription : ** Rifhes and Pomp art of na value if poffijfid with 
feary and Pleafure and Greatnefs avail us nothing if acquirsd 
with the lofs of peace,** On the middle of the table, on a 
f}eur-de-Iys of gold, was a ruby of a prodigious fize, which 
gave light to all the place ; and on each fide was a door thstt 
led from the falcon. Orlando, who paid little attention to

Orlando ftood undaunted expeéling the iflUe;. The earth- 
quake and thunder ceafing, the ftone again took its place on 
the fleur-de-Iys, and enlightened the faloon with more fplen* 
dor than before. The knight attempted again to feize the 
carbuncle^ but the archer again (hot his arrow, and all was 
left in darknefs ; the thunder and earthquake returned, and 
continued, above an hour, till the carbuncle once more re* 
fumed its ftation. Orlando, determined to purfue his pur- 
pofe, rufhed forwards intref^dly with his lifted fhield, on 
which he received the arrow, that fell ineffe£tual to the 
ground ; he then took the ftone without further oppofltion, 
and, direéting his fteps by the enchanted light, defcended a 
ftaircafe which led to a prifop, in which were confined Ri- 
naldo, Brandimart, and Dudon. Orlando beheld on a 
rock the following words engraven : " Whoever thou art,

Birandimart; at this fight the earl, greatly afliided, lifted 
up his fword to have hewn an opening in the rock, but the 
three knights called aloud to him to forbear, for fhould the 
rock be broken they muft all inevitably perifh. Orlando 
was then addrefled by a beautiful imprifoned lady, who 
' feemed in great affliftion, and told him there vns no way to 
enter the prifón but by a gate which appeared of diamonds 
and emeralds, of which Morgana kept the keys ; to procure 
which he muft immediately return to the fountain, and en« 
deavour to fecure her perfon. The earl, impatient to enter 
the rock, haftened back to the fountain, where he found the 
fairy dancing, and fmging thefe words : ** Whoever is de- 
firous to enjoy in this world wealth, pleafu're, honours, and

pale and meagre countenance, holding in her hand a fcourge^ 
which {he continually exercifed on herfelf ; but feeing Or- 
lando hold Morgana in chafe, ihe began to follow him, and 
when he demanded who ihe was, flie replied^ << My name is 
Repentance, and I am come to l)ear you company till the 
end of your courfe, during which you muft feel the fevc- 
rity of my ftripes."

inftead of thorns and briars, the earth was covered with odo- 
riferous flowers. Orlando having flayed the fairy, demanded 
of her the keys of the prifon ; which fhe engaged to deliver 
to him, upon condition that he would leave behind Zili- 
antes, the fon of Monodant ; to which Orlando agreed. Mor- 
ena then gave up the keys, and all her prifoners, except 
Ziliantes, were fet at liberty. 

After Orlando had atchieved this adventure, he fell with 
Brandimart into the hands of Monodant, who had long en-

Or- 
lando then repaired again to the enchanted dwelling of Mor- 
gana, when, coming to die river and bridg<p, where he for- 
merly encountered Arridano, he beheld a lady bitterly weep* 
ing ^ad lamenting over the body of a dead dragon : while 
Orlando flood wondering at fuch ^ ipe<^acle, the lady took 
the dragon in her arms, and entering a bark went into the 
middle of the lake, and fuddenly difappeared. In the mean 
time another lady accofted Odando : this was Flordelis, wife 
to Brandimart, wào now tn^lored the affiftance of the earl for 
her hufband, whom ihe fuppofed to be prifoner in the palace 
of Morgana; but was to her great joy acquainted that Brandi- 
mart had been already freed from that confinement, and that 
Orlando had once more undertaken the adventure of the lake 
to deliver Ziliantes from the fairy. 

While Flordelis was making vows for the fuccefs of Or- 
lando, the knight advanced towards a little gate concealed 
under a rock, covered over with thorns and brambles, by

When Orlando, after having flain Arridano, had delivered 
the prifoners, and departed,. Morgana, whofe cruelty exceeded 
her beauty, by the force of fpells and incantations transform- 
ed the wretched Ziliantes into the fhape of a fearful^dragon, 
in order to place him as a guard to the bridge j but whether 
from a too pówerfid application of her fpells, or from whatf- 
ever other caufe, no fooner had the youth aflumed his new 
form, but he uttered a loud cry and expired. The fairy, in- 
confelable at this event, carried him back with her to her ha- 
bitation, where by her powerful art flie reftored him again to 
life and to his own natural fhape. ' 

As foon 39 Orlando faw Morgana, he rufhed upon her, 
and feized her by the locks, when flie immediately had re- 
courfe to fuppltcations, ofièrìng him infinite riches if he 
would permit Ziliantes fliH to remain with her ; the knight, 
deaf to ail her entreaties, took Ziliantes by the hand, and led 
him up the paf&ge by which he had defcended ; but before 
he releafed the fairy, whom he flill held by the lock, he 
made her fwear by Demogorgon, the terror of fairies, that 
Ibe never more would difhirb him with her incantations. 
Morgana having fworn, defcended to her habitation, and 
Orlando with Ziliantes came out at the entrance of the 
rock, where they found Flordelis on her knees. All three

Amidft all the extravagant wildnefs of tbeib fi£tions of 
romance, the claflic reader will difcover many incidents 
taken from the heroic and mythological fables of anti* 
quity. In perufing the adventure of the enchanted horn> 
atchieved by Orlando in the beginning of this narrative, 
every one muft remember the dragon of Cadmus, and the 
bulls of Jafon. It has been already obibrved. (fee Note to 
Book vi. ver. 269.) that Spenfer had undoubtedly in his eye 
the palace of Morgana» when he defcribed the riches of Mam- 
mon ; he has a man of golden mold, that, like the Italian 
poet's iron guard, defends a paflkge.
